London, August !2.—That distinguished 

poet, John Davidson, harbors a rather 
uncommon egrievance against theatrical 
managers. He is sore over being re- 
garded by the public as an unsuccessful 
playwright—or at best as a “one-play 
man’’—notwithstanding the fact that 
none of the several original plays of 
which he is the author ever has been 
produced. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Davidson made the English adapta- 
tion of ‘‘Pour la Couronne,’”’ which 
Forbes Robertson gave over here, and 
which was also performed in the United 
States. 
“The success of this play,’’ says David- 
eS ridge son, ‘attracted the attention of man- 
| 3 agers to the adaptor, and various pro- 
posals for verslongs were made, but no 
One as yet thought of giving me a com- 
mission for an original play; an adapta- 
tion mine had succeeded, or seemed to 
succeed, tharefore I was to be an 
adaptor. So I began again upon a 
French play with considerable license 
of adaptation, but this license I over- 
stepped, and the matter fell through. 

“T then wrote q play of my own and 
read it in succession to three managers, 
who listened politely. I afterwards pub- 
lished this play. Again I made a play 
of my own. this time upon commission, 
for the theater is gallant and likes 
perseverance; but the actor-manager for 
whom I wrote it deemed it unsuitable, 
and again I published. Being now once 
more mollified, not by success, I accept- 
ed commigsions for adaptations and in 
due cours®é made versions of several 
foreign dramatic pieces, besides, at my 
own urgency. two original plays." 

Mr. Davidson does not specify, but one 
recognizes one of these as the adapta- 
tion of ‘“‘Ruy Blas,’’ which Lewis Waller 
produced a¢ the Imperial. It was not a 
success, and evidently the other adapta- 
tions mentianed had the same fate. 

“This,” says Mr. Davidson, “is an yn- 
usual record, and the comedy of it lies 
here—not ome of these adaptations was 
in any degree Of my own initiation, nor, 
although I prepared all of them faitb- 
fully, and g@me of them con amore. 
would I havé chosen any of them; yei 
it is by them my abllity as a play- 
wright has been tested, and it is upon 
their failure’ I have been condemned:

It is connected with the Cuba 
road by the Cuban Central railway, whicb 
runs from Jovellanos to Santa Clara, 
thus completing with the United railway 
the trunk line from Santiago to Havana, 
The Cuban Centrai] raliway is rough to 
an extreme and is fin bad condition, al- 
though it goes through one of the rich-

traffic. In addition to these there are 
branch lines, which are more or less un- 
der the oontrol of the main Hines, and 
also the plantation railroads, about 1,000 
miles in length, which have, I am told, 
cost over $/ 1,000,000, 

Railroad Travel in Cuba. 

All of the railroads, with the exception 
of the Cuba road, are owned by British, 
Cubans and Spaniards, the British having 
by far the largest holdings. The cars are 
on the American plan, with seats facing 
the front and aisles running through the 
middle. They are usually comfortable, 
ahd especially so on the trunk line from 
Havana to Santiago. The United Rail- 
way Company has parlor cars, witb 
wicker swivel-back chairs, which are 
especially adapted to this climate, and |

The Cuba railroad is by far the longest 
on the island, and it will eventually be

I wish I could show you the backwoods 
of Cuba which have been opened up by 
this new railroad. Leaving Santa Clara 
the train takes you for miles through a 
rich farming country with sugar mills, to_

Farther on the road enters the woods, 


a ae 


and you ride for miles through tangled 
jungles of great trees loaded with orchids 
and bound together with vines. There 
are mahogany, cedar, lignum vitae, palms 
and tropical trees. Here they are cut- 
ting the forests and there is a saw mil) 
where the logs are being trimmed up for 
shipment. Thhe mahogany lies on the 
ground in great piles with cords of ties 
stacked up beside it. 

Your next sight is a clearing where the 
forest has been cut and burned over. 
There are stumps as high as your waist, 
half-burned logs lie on the ground, but 
throughout the whole clearing the rows 
of sugarcane are sprouting, and near by 
are patches of bananas which have 
grown Up and almost hidden the stumps. 
No plowing is needed for such land. The 
cane is put in a hole in the earth, and 
the bananas set out and all grow with- 
out cultivation. 

Every now and then you pass a new 
town site with real estate signs stating 
that that tract of five lots will be given 
free to the first settlers who wil! build 
houses satisfactory to the company, As 
a rule a half dozen thatched buildings 
and the depot constitute the settlement, 
and so far the pioneers have not yet 
arrived. 

There are many places along the road 
where the trees have been cut and the 
fire started, so that you ride through a 
blazing flame and white smoke. Further 
on are rough pastures fenced in with 
wire with guinea grass growing among 
the stumps and fat cattle feeding upon 
it. About Camaguey the country has 
long been cleared for pasture, and far- 
ther on I saw many new clearings on 
both sides of the road. 

Camaguey is the headquarters of the 
Cuba railroad. It is a city of 35,000 
people which has unti] now been ac- 
cessible. by railroad only from Nuevitas. 
It is here that the chief officeg of the 
Cuba company are, and here also the 
Camaguey hotel, about the best on the 
isiand, which was built by Sir William 
Van Horne. 

Going farther eastward the road runs 
for many miles through the woods, with 
scattering settlements here and there, to 
Alto Cedro, about 50 miles from San- 
tiago. It is there that the branch goes 
off to Nipe bay, which is, I judge, 
twenty-five or thirty miles distant. The 
Nipe road is also through wilds, but the | 
land has been cleared close to the water, | 
and it is now growing sUgarcane, cacao, | 
oranges and bananas, and is already 
shipping fruit to New York.

STOCKS—The splendid crop reports and 
general good trade conditions have @us- 
ed more activity in tue stock market 
and a decided buoyancy throughout ibe 
general list. Bullish ‘“‘dope’’ hag bean 
distributed freely and prices bid up ac- 
cordingly. However, the bull sentiment 
seems somewhat on the wane and un- 
questionably a slump of 2 or 3 points 
would do the market a world of good, 
A great deal of attention is being aiven 
to the peace conference at Portsmouin 
and in case there is a hitch in those pri- 
ceedings, undoubtedly stock prices would 
be attacked.

Dun’s Crop Reports. 

Dispatches to Dun’s Review from branch 
offices of R. G. Dun & Co.,, located in the 
crop regions, indicate that another week 
has greatly etrengthened the situation. 
In many cases, especially as to oats and 
hay, dispatches show that much of the 
yield is already safely secured, while a 
week of favorable weather has greatly 
improved the outlook for many agricul- 
tural staples. Moisture was somewhat 
unevenly distributed, but it did more 
good than harm, and much better news 
is received from the northwest, where 
spring wheat is maturing rapidly under 
most favorable conditions, and there is 
little anxiety regarding rust. 

In the east and as far west as Ohio 
winter wheat has been secured under 
most favorable circumstances, and some 
threshing returns average as much as 35 
bushels ‘per acre. In Tennessee, however, 
the yield was poor, and some damage to 
grain in shock by wet weather Is report- 
ed in Nebraska. 

Dispatches regarding the progress of 
corn are sufficiently contradictory to in- 
dicate that some time must elapse before 
any definite information wil] be available. 
In the east prospects are bright, but some 
Ohio, Indiana and Tennessee dispatches 
tell of damage by wind and the need of 
rain. Missouri and several other southern 
states report thaitt corn hag,reached ma. 
turity on a large acreage, and the yield 
will be the largest in many years. Kan- 
sas reports are also encouraging, and a 
very large crop. seems assured, notwith- 
standing the fact that !t Is late.

The remainder he generally buys 
in just before the maturity of the calls, 
when he must be prepared to make de- 
livery—or, for that matter, he must be 
ready to deliver when ordered to do 
so by the purchaser. The latter, if he 
happens %o be a big operator, and is set- 
ting a trap, naturally helds off and gives 
the bear a chance to hang himself. The 
outcome is worth close watching.

New York, August !2.—This week's

The showing of that published at noon 
on Thursday was accepted ag momentous 
in its extraordinary promise of the ag- 
ricultural prosperity of the season. Tne 
winter wheat crop now beyond danger 
and with the spring wheat crop, whica 
remains exposed to only a modicum of 
danger, promises a combined yield only 
second to that of the banner year, /90!. 
ln that year it wtll be remembered there 
was a serious shortage in the corn crop, 
while the estimated yield of corn for 
this year under August | conditions is 
of a total far in excess of the largest 
previous yield in» the country’s fistory. 
The hazards yet to come are greater for 
corn than for wheat, but the favorable 
Weather conditions reported from the 


corn go to strengthen the opinion in fa- | 
vor of a record corn yield.

crop. Reports of a bad outlook for gome 
of the foreign wheat crops are factors 
taat increase the promise of qa favor- 
able position for this country in the 
market of its great crops and materially 
increases the feeling of hopefulness for 
the prosperity to come.

Briefly, I will give you my theory, 
which has frequently been published, 
but which many persons, probably, 
have never read It is this: 

“TI claim that the disease {is dependent 


on the presence in the atmosphere of 
methyl-phosphine that is inert to oxy- 
gen. This phosphine is introduced into 
the blood through ths respiratory tract; 
that this form of phosphine is non-toxic 
until it is converted into a tri-methy]; 
that the change taking place from the 
methyl] to the tri-methyl destroys the 
inertness of the methyl by such conver- 
sion. This change brings about an ap- 
propriation of the oxygen of the blood 
by the phosphorus thereby lessening the 
vitality of the blood; producing all the 
pathological phenomena noticed in a case 
of phosporic poisoning. I claim that to 
produce yellow fever another factor is 
necessary, which must be present in the 
blood before or after the entrance of 
the first named factor, that this sec- 
ond factor consists of an abnormal 
quantity" in the system of xanthins, 
probably in the form of @ methyl xan- 
thin, which converts the methyl-phos- 
phine into a tri-methyl, which combusts 
{n coming in contact with the oxygen 
of the blood. Anything in the atmos- 
phere, or which renders it inert to the 
action of the methyl xanthins, 1s the 
principle of immuning against this di- 
gease. If there is no combustion of 
the oxygen of the blood to an abnor- 
mia] extent. in the system there will be 
no yellow fever. The severity of an at- 
tack depends on the quantity of the 
xanthins in the system, and not on the 
quantity of the methyl-phosphine; hence,

5So, 
you will percelve that I contend that 80 
long as there is @ sufficient quantity of 
turpentine present im the blood there can 
be no yellow fever; that the turpentine 
used by way of the stomach does not 
immune, but immunes only when intro- 
duced through the cutaneous surface or 
the respiratory tract. I have usually 
ozonised ordinary turpentine before using 
by expdsing it in open vessels. My or- 
dinary method has been to apply. turpen- 
tine +o the surface of the body in mod- 
erate quantities, and keep in the room, 
efpecially sleeping apartments, shallow 
vessels of turpentine, and by this last 
means diffuse through the atmosphere the 
vapors of the turpentine, which enters 
the blood through the lungs, and by this 
means insure a sufficient quantity of the 
turpentine in the circulation to immune 
the individual against am attack of yel- 
low fever.

They began the work from a solid foun- 
dation and by steady pushing placed it 
On the useful, but hampered basis that it 
has occupied for a decade, A number of 
northern residents took deep interest in 
the hospital and urged that more com: 
modious quarters be secured. Mrs. J, O. 
Donnor, a wealthy northern woman, by 
her untiring efforts for the success of a 
hospital bazaar geveral years ago, was 
largely instrumental in gathering the 
first $3,000 nucleus of a new building 
fund. Colonel O. H. Payne, the Standard 
Oil magnate of Cleveland, Ohio, con- 
tribute dsome $2,500 to the hospital fund, 
and M. H. Hanna, prother of Mark Han- 
nat, about $2,000. A great number of 
Thomasville people, as well as northern 
residents, contributed smaller sums, grad- 
ually swelling the fund until today the 
new $12,000 hospital is nine-tenths paid 
for. ) 

The. Institution accommodates both 
charity and pay patients, the charge for 
the latter depending somewhat upon the 
means of the patients from $1! to $15 per 
week. The city of Thomasville contrib- 
utes $20 per month to the hospital sup- 
port and the county of Thomas pays $2 
per week for every charity patient from 
the county, outside of the city. The pay 
patients defray about half the running 
expenses and the shortage is made up by 
public subscriptions.

MR. R. H. EDMONDS ON 
FUTURE OF THE SOUTH

The last number of The Boot and Shoe 
Recorder, which, it is claimed, is the 
world’s greatest trade journal, devotes 
a great deal of space to the seventh 
annual session of the Southern Shoe 
Wholesalers’ Association, held at Nan- 
tasket Beach, Mass. Atlanta was rep- 
resented at that convention by J. K. 
Orr and R. W. Johnson, of the J. K. 
Orr Shoe Company. It fell to the lt 
of Mr. Orr to play quite a prominent 
part in the deliberations and to add 
very considerably to the interest of the 
occasion. The reports says that Mr. 
Orr, “in his own inimitable manner,”’ 
addressed the convention upon the ex- 
tent to which abuses of the trade could 
be corrected by an educational cam- 
paign, and figured prominently in the 
debates upon other topics. 

“Resources and Future Development of 
the South’’ was the title of a paper pre- 
pared by Richard H. Bdmonds, of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, who was taken 
ill while on his way to Boston and was 
compelled to forward his paper. At the 
request of the president, Mr. Orr read 
this paper, which was full of interest- 
ing material bearing upon the present 
resources of the southern states and 
the opportunities of development, In 
the course of this paper Mr. Edmonds 
wrote: 

“Would you like a glimpse of the pos- 
sibilities of the south? Then study what 
New England, without natural advan- 
tages, has accomplLshed. Grasp these 
stupendous figures, contrast the barren- 
ness of New England's resources with 
the astounding latent wealth of the 
gouth, and then give free rein to your 
imagination as you attempt to paint the 
picture of the south’s future. Did I 
say that New England had not a single 
natural resource? J] was wrong. New 
England has a vast wealth of raw ma- 
terial in its people. True, & had neither 
coal, nor iron, nor cotton, nor agricul- 
tural wealth, but it had a wealth of raw 
material which it has utilized and de- 
veloped to the utmost extent. You may 
remember the story that at some great 
convention there was a roll call of 
states and a delegate from each was 
required to tell of the chief productions 
and advantages of his state, and how 
it had utilized the blessings given by 
nature. Pennsylvania came with a story 
of its great coal and’ iron mines and of 
the enormous fortunes which had been 
made in the digging of its coal and the 
manufacture of ita iron; the far west 
painted a glowing picture of ‘the waving 
wheat fields stretching for mile after 
mile and w:th an abundant harvest, 
making glad the heart of the farmer;

“*With great delight have I heard of 
the vast wealth of ooal and iron of 
Pennsylvania, of the waving grain fields 
of the west, of the glories of California, 
of Coborado’s riches of gold and silver, 
of the ma@shless advantages of the 
south, and yet I come to tell you that 
Massachusetts has none of these things.

DONALDSON LED FIGHT 
AGAINSI GRADY COUNTY 


When the new county question, which

the estimates of the comptroller general, add something like $300,000 to the

The action of the present administration in bringing about this new tax 
is directly in line with the policy which brought the franchise tax, the county 
tax Of railroads, and other important railway and corporation legislation. 
All these things have been accomplished in the common-sense manner char- 
®cteristic of Georgians. The legislatures have recognized the wisdom of 
bringing about tangible reforms gradually and sanely. They may not, by 
this, have pleased those who prefer hullabulloo methods and destructive pro- 
cesses, but they have pleased the masses of Georgians who are interested 
in results rather than in noise. 

And the present legislature, in addition to providing this important cor- 
poration tax, will, in al] probability, pass a bill providing for the domestica- 
tion Of foreign railroads, such a measure having received the practically 
Unanimous support of the house committee to which it was referred. 

This action will doubtless meet the approval of the majority of the 
people of this state, even though it does not find indorsement at the hands 
of Mr. Hoke Smith, who has repudiated it in the interest of a remedy of 
his Own, by means of which he would not Only drive out of Georgia all 
foreign capital now invested in the corporations of this state, but would 
bulld an insurmountable barrier to prevent foreign capital ever coming into 
Georgia in the future to aid in building up the waste places.

“If we forbid the operation of railroads in Georgia by foreign corpora- 
tions Or non-resident citizens, those foreign corporations which own the 
raliroads will be forced to sell them to, or lease them to. corporations or- 
ganized in Georgia; and this course will effectually bring all railroads with. 
in the state into the hands of domestic corporations. NO FOREIGN COR- 
PUORA'TION OR NON-RESIDENT SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO OPERATE 
HAILRUOADS IN GHORGIA,.”

“We desire,’ said he, ‘‘that everything 
pertaining to the conference should be 
done in the daylight. Russia is ready to 
be fadgeti Dy the whole world. We } ave 
nothing to canceal ani ‘nothing to fear. 
Before the conference began all sorts of 
reports and misstatements emanated 
from the other side. Now, that the 
world needs enlightenment; now that the 
moment has c@ne to face the supreme 
tribunal of pubWc opinion. we are not 
permitted to place befure the world the 
evidence in our possession from which 
a just verdict could be returned as to the 
issue between the belligerents.

QUARANTINE 


Refugees From Louisiana Cannot Stop in Any Lo- 
cality Capable of Infection, Especially on 
Atlantic Seaboard. 


That the government has taken charge 
of the yellow fever situation jn Louisi- 
ena and intends to stamp out the plague 
is shown by a telegram from Surgeon 
Genera] Wyman to Dr C. P. Wertan- 
baker, who has charge of the health of- 
fice in Atlanta. 

The message received yesterday is to 
the effect tliat it will be in violation of 
the interstate quarantine regulations for 
anybody traveling through from New Ur- 
leans or Louisiana to disembark at any 
point south of a Hne drawn from Wasb- 
ington to Memphis, except in those !o- 
calities incapable of becoming infected, 


and whose authorities are willing to ro-| 


ceive theth, or until they present satls- 
lactory evidence that they have been at 
least six days away from Louisiana. 

This refers egpecially to Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth, Newport News and other cities on 
the south Atlantic seaboard. 


Previous to this there have been local | 


regulations in the points capable of being 
infected, but they have not been enforced 
as rigidly as the government would {ike 
to have them. With the interstate regv- 
lations enforced, there is very little iu*e- 
lhood of anybody from Louisiana break- 
ing quarantine. 

The states to which the message ap- 
plies are: Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, 
Georgia, North and South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, south Tennessee south Texas, the 
eouthern part of Kentucky and a strip 
of Maryland. 


The localities incapable of being !n- 


fected by the yellow fever plague are 
those in the mountains, and interior 
points, such as Atlanta and Chattano»gs, 
where the stegomyia dves not exist. 


Application to Railroads. 

The regulations apply as much to the 
railroads as to indiyiduais. No railroads 
are allowed to sell tickets to parties wh» 
can not measure up to the requirements 
of the quarantine. Any violation will way 
the violator open to punishment. 

There are a number of localities whica 


being infected, but according to the mes- 
sage to Dr. Wertenbaker, if these icali- 
ties are not willing to admit parties fron 
Louisiana, if they entér any way, it will 
be In violation of the interstate regula- 
tions, 

The statéffenfs as here expressed form 
the opinion of Dr. Wertenbaker. 


General Wyman’s Dispatch. 

The telegram as received from Surgeon 
General Wyman is as follows: 

“Give notification to all intending 
through passengers from New Or'cans 
ana Louisiana they wi'l not be allowed 
to disembark at any poim south of a line 
drawn from Wishington, D, C., to Mem- 
phis, except in iocalities incapable of br- 
coming infected, and whose authoritics 
are willing to receive them, or until they 
present satisfactory evidence that ‘hey 
have been at least six days away from 
Loulsiana. 

“This reters especially to Notfolk, 
Porta@;meeth, Newport News and other 
cities on the south Atlantic seabvard, 
and is in accordance wi‘h interstate quar- 
antine regulations.’

WHEN RIVAL 
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ENVOYS MEET 


ORTBMOUTH, N. H., August 12.— 
Pp The Ruastan reply to the Japanese 
conditions of peace was delivered 
by Mr. Witte to Baron Komura this 
morning. 

The héat was almost unendurable when 
the Japanese and Russian plenipotentia- 
ries set out for the navy yard about 9 
o'clock. The mercury was dancing in the | 
nineties on the veranda of the hotel, not 
a breath of air was stirring and bay and 
shore seemed swooning in the tropical at- 
mosphere. The secretaries were mopping 
their brows as they appeared. Heat evi. 
dently affected their tempers. The grim, 
serious business on hand, upon the issue 
of which the whole world waits breath- 
lessly, seemed to be temporarily forgot- 
ten In the general execration of the 
weather, 

Mr, Witte and Mr. Takahira, who have 
suffered particularly from the unprece- 
dented heat wave which has held this 
vaunted summer resort in its relentiess 
grip for three days, looked almost worn 
vut. Baron Komura, with Takahira and 
Mr. Witte with Baron Rosen, were taken 
to the navy yard in automobiles, while 
the secretaries and attaches of the mis- 
sions ‘went over in a launch, 

Little Cordiality Shown. 


The latter greeted each other on the 


fugal. Indeed, there were open intima- 
tions that unless the Japanese modified 
their posftiong upon these points, the at- 
tempt to negotiate peace must result in 
failure, and predictions were freely made 
among the Russian correspondents that 
next week would see the end. 

At the same time there was a popular 
ingpression about the hotel that Mr. Witte 
was bluffing.

Feature of Russian Reply. 

The Russian reply to the Japanese 
terms, delivered by Mr. Witte to Raron 
Komura, was outlined in the Associated 
Press dispatch last night. Upon the two 
points—indemnity and cession of Sakha- 
lin—it declined to admit discussion. Oth- 
ers it accepts ang still others condition- 
ally. Taking up the conditions seriatim 
is favored and setting forth the reasons 
and arguments for the decision reached 
in each case. 

The arguments against the payment of 
an indemnity or the cession of territory 
'is based on the general theory that Rus- 
sia is not responsible for the war, and 
that as Russia is still prepared to con-

The United. Fruit Company’s steamer 
Venus has afrived in the river, but has 
not been permitted to come to New Or- 
leans.

They have audacity without 
the polish of breeding which can make 
a certain sort of daring in men fascin- 
ating; they have boastfulness without 
knowledge; anq as for reverence— well, 
to begin with, there is not reverence 
enough in the whole American nation te 
put in a thimble and the son of self- 
made parents is as irreverent as a sail- 
Or’s parrot. 


Speaking of parrots, brings me to 
other birds. I've learned a little about 
natural history this summer, not from 
Ernest Seton-Thompson-Seton (or what- 
ever he calls himself today), betause my 
library is a human one, not of books. 

The more I learn about the wood -rea- 
tures the more firmly am I convinced 
that we human beings are the most cen- 
celted animals in the world in thinking 
ourselves the only creatures with brains 
and souls. 

Why, indeed, do we. call our feelings 
“affections” and the emotions of ani- 
mals ‘‘instincts?’’ 

A hunter was telling me of the wary 
fashion in which a mother partridge 
shields her nest from man. The instant 
the hunter flushes her on her nest she 
flutters up, flies a short distance awizy, 
then begins to play as if she were shot, 
falling and fluttering in front of the hunt- 
er in order to distract his attention. If 
he follows her lead instead of keeping 
his eye and mind to the spot whence he 
saw her fly first, she wili lead him into 
devious ways, around and around ‘nto 
a perfect lavyrinth of turns and twists, 
far away from the rest, just as 2ny 
clere woman would decoy a robber or 
ogre away from the place where her 
children were secreted. But it would be 
a “great spiritual mother love” in the 
woman and merely an ‘instinct’ in the 
bird.

est natural instincts in us retarded 
rather than assisted by civilization and 
its cOnventions. 

The English sparrow is a regular tene- 
ment house bird. Of course she would 
be, for she is such a common, prolific, 
unbeautiful little creature—a chatterer, a 
lover of city life and willing to accept 
it under the most poverty-stricken con- 
dition. She is not a city lady Mke the 
graceful swallow, who builds her nest 
once a year in city chimneys; she does 
not live on the heights, nor abstain from 
having a large family; but being a com- 
mon, gossiping bird of the people—a 
tenement house lady—she has family 
after family, but sets upon the eggs for 
which she is responsible only once every 
season. After this the young birds do the 
rest. No sooner have her “fledglings 
reached an age to assume the cares 
of setting than she lays more eggs and 
leaves the young birds to hatch them out, 
And so the reproduction of birds goes 
on in this way from early spring to 
midsummer; and papa sparrow: brings 
most of the worms while the mother 
spends her time gossiping with the neigh- 
bors,

has become infested with English spar- 
rows and that they are choking out all 
other birds,

One burning question in the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs is, will 
the state senate pass the. ohild labor 
bill? 

The pleasure and gratification in the 
house having done so is materially less- 
eneg by the fear of opposition in ine 
senate. 

The people as a whole are in a case 
of the kind, so helpless, so unorganized, 
so unacquainted with the method by 
which to make known their desires as 
a body, that it is natura! for those deep- 
ly interested to fear the issue, or better 
said, to be afraid to hope. Yet is it 
not rather ungracious to even suspect 
the upper house of being less far-seeing 
than the majority of the members of 
the lower house. Jt is customery 
among “fore-handed”’ farmers to. al- 
ways preserve some young timber land, 
tc keep it “laying out’’ in order that 
the young shoots may grow into fine 
timber for the use of the next genera- 
tion. Why should not the far-seeinz 
mill men allow the young of tpetir mill 
population to “play out’’ in order to be- 
come. strong operators for the coming 
generation of mill owners?

Sanarelli Theory Disproved. 

“Up to this time the most genera'!ly 
accepted theory as to the causation cf 
yellow fever was that of Sanarelli, wno 
Claimed that the bacillus iceteroids dis- 


covered by him was th? specific agent of 
the disease. Major Reed, in association 
with Dr. Carroll, had, however, already 
demonstrated that this bacillus was ore 
widely disseminated in the United States, 
and bore no such relation to Fe 
fever. 

“In June, July and August, 1900, the 
commission gave their entire attention to 
the bacteriological studv of the blood of 
yellow fever patients and the post mortqm 
examination of the organs of those d¥- 
ing of the disease. In twenty-four cases 
where the blood was repeatedly examin- 
ed, as well as in eleven carefully stud- 
ied autopsies, bacillus iceteroids were not 
discovered, nor was there any indication 
of the presence in the blood of a specific 
cause of the disease.

“No other fatality occurred among tte

“A camp was especially constructed for 
the experiments, about four miles froin 
Havana, christened Camp Lazear in hon- 
or of the dead cOmraile.. The inmates of | 
the camp were put into most rigid quar- 
antine and ample time was allowed tu 
eliminate any possibility of the 
being brought in frorg Havana. 

“The personnel consisted of 
nurses and nine-non-immunes, all-in the 
military service, and included two phvsi- 
cians. ;

Temperatures :tnd 
pulse rates were recorded at regular and 
frequent intervals. Four of these seven 
non-immunes were sudsequently infected 
by blood-injections aij by means of ‘n- 
fected mosquitoes.”’

“Later researches by Guiteras In Ha-

Stamping Out the Disease. 

When the health authorities first iearn- 
«d that there was a number of suspi- 
cious cases of yellow fever in New Or- 
leans they adopted the most strenuous 
methods to stamp out the disease. All 
patients whose cases were considered 
suspicious were at once put under a 
mosquito bar anq the room in whicn 
they were found was screened and 
thoroughly fumigated, in order to kill 
all mosquitoes which might have had a 
chance to bite the patient. 

Headed by Charles Janvier, president 
of the largest bank in the city, a citi- 
zens’ committee was formed and every 
business house in New Orleans was as- 
sessed for a large amount for a fund to 
be used in stamping out the disease. 
The amount which was raised in this 
manner has never been made public, but 
it is believed to be in the neighborhood. 
of $500,000. 

Ward and precinct organizations were 
formed for the purpose of oiling the gut- 
ters, screening the cisterns and cleaning 
the streets, in order to prevent as far as 
possible any further propagation of the 
mosquito which carries infection. 

Dr. Beverly Warner, pastor of Trinity 
church here, at once volunteered to take 
charge of these ward oganizations, and 
is devoting his entire energy to the 
work. Each ward is letting the con- 
tract at so much per thousand cisterns. 
The number of mosquitoes here is to a 
large extent due to the fact that tne 
cisterns are above ground and, therefore 
the only method to put an end to the 
propagation of the mosquito is to cover 
the top with oll and then to screen it. 
Since the 22d of July this work has been 
carried on both night and day. Up to 
the present time over [0,000 cisterns 
have been screened with wire and have 
been covered with oil. Nearly 75,000 
gallons of oj] have been used in this 
work, and the process is to be repeated 
each week until the number of mosqui- 
toes in this city has been reduced to 
the mninimum., 

The treatment of yellow fever is come- 
paratively simple. As soon as the pae 
tient is found he ig given a hot foot- 
bath and is wrapped to warm blankets 
to induce profuse perspiration, and from 
that time on i!t is more a question cf 
careful nursing than anything else. The 
patient is given absolutely no solid food 
and just as little liquid as ig possible to 
sustain life. If he lives three days after 
the fever is fully developueg it is reason- 
ably certain that he will recover, and 
every effort of the physician is exerted 
to carry the patient through the critieaj 
period.

The white and the black man 
cannot escape each other. An All-Wise 
Providence has made us co-inhabitants of 
the same land, and, as fellow-worldlings,

Several Important solicitors are named

field claimants, but they told your ‘or- 
respondent that professional honor kept 
them from giving names. 


Locating Gold Fields a Mystery.
